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Council approves 
car show on Main 
Starting June 7

The Belleville City Council unanimously 
approved a request from John Winter of 
Egan’s Pub to hold a car show on Main 
Street from Third Street to Roys and Fourth 
streets every Monday from 5 to 9 p.m., 
beginning June 7 and ending Sept. 27. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the Farmers’ 
Market is so successful it might have to 
expand across Main Street to Fourth Street 
in front of the library. He said he knows the 
car show and market with cooperate with 
one another. 

The council also unanimously approved 
Winter’s request to extend the Designated 
Outdoor Refreshment Area (DORA) hours 
from noon until 10 p.m. on March 17 for 
St. Patrick’s Day. 

Although a resolution had been prepared 
to approve Belleville Lake Fest from June 
25-27, 10 a.m. Friday through 6 p.m. 
Sunday, no motion was necessary since the 
council members agreed they had already 
approved it last August. 

Council member Fielder, who is 
president of the Belleville Area Strawberry 
Fest, tried to poke holes in the application 
process of the Lake Fest, without success. 
The Strawberry Festival has canceled this 
year’s event and last year’s event also was 
canceled. 

Michael Kole, director of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, was present 
via Zoom to present the application. 

“Everybody was aware a new application 
process was going into effect the first of the 
year,” Fielder said. He said signatures are 
needed from the fire chief and DPW. 

“T can help Mike fast-track it,” said DPW 
Director Rick Rutherford. 

“PIL reach out to the chief and Rick,” 
Kole said. 

Chamber president Steve Jones said there

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Friends of Library elect Tyner as president

At its annual meeting, the Friends 
of the Belleville Area District Library 
unanimously elected Katerina Tyner as its 
new president for 2021. 

Donna Gilkey-Lavin, who had served 
as president for the past three years was 
elected vice-president. Treasurer Manny 
Lavin and Secretary Rika Regentin were 
reelected. 

Gilkey-Lavin explained that there is a 
three-year term limit in the bylaws. 

She said as a “peaceful transition” she 
is passing the gavel to Tyner, but since the 
meeting was by Zoom, she couldn’t really 
hand it to her. 

Tyner introduced herself, saying she 
was raised in Detroit and has been in 
the Belleville community for 20 years. 
She said she is an ordained minister and 
associate minister of her church. She has 
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been an adult literacy tutor and attended 
Eastern Michigan University. 

She said she now is working for Van 
Buren Public Schools teaching reading 
intervention. She said one student told her 
he had no books in his home and she said, 
“We’ve got to get him some books.” And, 
they did. “I’m excited about reading and I 
love the library,” Tyner concluded. 

There usually are awards presented at the 
annual meeting, but this year there were no 
awards because the abbreviated meeting 
was by Zoom. 

Treasurer Lavin presented a detailed 
financial report showing a balance of 
$18,776.22, up from last January’s total of 
$16,268.37. He said they had contributed 
to help the library with summer reading 
programs and programs on line. 

Membership chairwoman Marty Wilson 
said she’s pretty much on vacation right 
now because of COVID. She said the 
memberships for 2020 were extended 
through 2021, but she plans to be sending 
out membership payment notices next fall 
for 2022. 

Regentin reported on online book sales, 
that totaled $944.74, which was way down 


from more than $2,000 in 2019. 

Gilkey-Levin said there is very limited 
shelf space in the library for used book 
sales and Regentin is the backbone of the 
book sales right now. 

Regentin said the Levins also come in 
weekly to restock books on the shelves, 
along with Elaine Gutierrez sometimes. 
Until the library gets back to its new 
normal, they have not accepted book 
donations from the public. In the last few 
months they have earned a few hundred 
dollars in lobby sales. 

Sharon Peters, president of the Belleville 
Area District Library board of directors, 
said her neighbor has several boxes of 
books to donate and many are African- 
American books. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said they 
have been limiting donations to two grocery 
bags of books at one time. She confirmed 
the library goes through donations to see if 
there are books to add to its collection. 

When Friends’ member Barbara Rogalle 
Miller asked if the limited space for used 
books is going to change, Gilkey-Lavin 
said they have a small closet where books

is a new approval process and the council 
already gave approval to the event. He 
asked if the city wants another approval for 
the event. 

“It’s a standardized form,” Police Chief 
Dave Robinson said, explaining this was his 
second day as interim city manager. “We try 
to cover everything ... We just need to make 
sure T’s are crossed, I’s are dotted and next 
year’s lake fest is easy.” 

“It’s no longer a one-step process,” Kole 
said. “First, approval of the event, second 
details... I need to meet with the chiefs and 
Rick.” 

Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte noted they 
will need $1 million of insurance as outlined 
in the ordinance and Kole said insurance 
would come closer to the date. 

“We’ve already approved the event as a 
whole,” said Chief Robinson. “We just need 
details on the events and streamline the 
process.” 

Councilman Ken Voigt, one of the 
organizers of the new festival, said the event 
is called Belleville Lake Festival, because it 
is an event for 48111, the whole community. 

“You and I can talk back and forth,” Chief 
Robsinson said to Kole. 

“You could come to meetings and tell 
the cool things that are going to happen,” 
Chief Robinson said. “We’ll get answers 
and iron it out ... a very good thing for the 
community.” 

Also at the Feb. 16 meeting, the council: 

e Heard a lengthy presentation on the 
Municipal Employees’ Retirement Systems 
(MERS) defined benefit plan to set up 
a trust to help whittle down the pension 
liabilities. Sue Feinberg, regional manager 
of MERS for Southeast Michigan, said the 
city is 54% funded and the government 
requires 60%. This 115 Trust gives the city 
the opportunity to invest within MERS and 
last year it was earning 13.78%, she said. 
Chief Robinson said the city already is in a 
MERS plan and the trust being introduced 
is to invest and get a savings to cover retiree 
healthcare. Robinson said as acting city 
manager he’d like to talk to the council 
about this and he thinks it’s important to get 
all the information. He said he would like 
to bring it back to the council so they can 
concentrate on the details; and 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$60,788.99 and the following purchases in 
excess of $500: to Alliance of Downriver 
Sheds, $2,757.57 for fees/dues for the 
DPW; to SOM EGLE, $2,000 for MS4 
Stormwater Permit for DPW; to Oakland 
County Treasurer, $4,102.12 for CLEMIS 
membership for police department; to 
Michigan Association of Municipal Clerks, 
$650 for training for the Clerk/Treasurer; 
and to Michigan Municipal Treasurer 
Association, $550 for training. 


Sumpter Township to expand planning commission membership

Sumpter Township board members voted 
unanimously to direct township attorney 
Rob Young to prepare paperwork to expand 
the planning commission from its present 
seven members to nine members. 

This was at the Feb. 9 virtual meeting 
of the board of trustees after an ongoing 
discussion led by trustee Matthew Oddy 
who wanted to keep Bart Patterson on the 
commission instead of who new Supervisor 
Tim Bowman appointed — Eric Partridge. 

The appointment of Partridge was tabled 
for the third time. 

Trustee Oddy started his successful 
campaign to keep Patterson on the 
commission during the Jan. 12 meeting. 
He worked to keep supervisor Bowman’s 
appointment from replacing the person he 
wanted. Patterson’s term had expired Jan. 
12. 

At the beginning of the Feb. 9 workshop, 
clerk Esther Hurst pointed out that the 
township isn’t having planning commission 
meetings and so this appointment could be 
taken off the agenda until the commission 
starts meeting again. 

Trustee Don LaPorte, who was absent 
from the Jan. 26 meeting, supported 
Oddy’s suggestion to get the attorney to 
put together a resolution to expand the 
commission to nine. 

“There’s no date on this,” trustee LaPorte 
said of the agenda item in his packet for 
that meeting. He said they have to let these 
individuals know what they’re signing up 
for and for how long. He also said more 
people on the commission will have a 
better set of eyes.” 

[The minutes of the Jan. 26 meeting 
have the proposed term for Partridge to 
expire Jan. 11, 2024 and it had been on the 
agenda. ] 

Clerk Hurst agreed they should have a 
resolution for this. 

“I would like to make a motion during the 
regular meeting,” LaPorte said. 

Oddy said Young was looking into the 
ordinance and, “I believe we’re already at 
nine.” 

Young said the township ordinance 
allows five, seven, nine, or 11 members. 
He said members have different expiration 
dates for three-year terms, so they don’t all 
change at once. Young said he could have 
something simple at the next meeting. 

“Our supervisor recommended Partridge,” 
said trustee Peggy Morgan. “Mr. Patterson 
was there temporarily. At the last board 
meeting there was a term expiration date. 
I’ve never seen it when the board overrules 
the supervisor who appoints. I’ve never 
seen a board do this.” 

LaPorte said they can have more members 
and put on both Patterson and Patridge and 


one more person. 

“Im thinking it’s better for the 
community,” LaPorte said. 

“I have no problem with nine,” trustee 
Morgan said. “Make it part of the motion 
and approve Eric Partridge now. A lot of 
times people are absent.” 

“I have no problem with Eric Partridge,” 
LaPorte said. “I’d like to see a plan.” 

“I would like to see a plan, too,” said 
Supervisor Bowman. “That’s the proper 
way to do it.” 

[Two days after this meeting, on Feb. 11, 
the township held a planning commission 
meeting by telephone without video to 
discuss the sign ordinance. Commissioner 
Patterson and trustee Oddy were present, 
along with commissioners Jane Stalmack, 
John Honey, Mary Sherwood, and Richard 
Pokerwinski. Commissioner Borden was 
absent.] 

In other business at the Feb. 9 meeting, 
the board: 

e Amended the minutes of the Feb. 2 
special meeting, as requested by Oddy. 
He wanted the last sentence to read that 
Mr. Bednark agrees to accept in payment 
through full satisfaction of all claims 
through Dec. 15. Attorney Young protested 
the wording and Oddy said he went back 
and listened to the video of the meeting and 
that is what was said; 

e Heard Young report that Bednark’s 
attorney “has a full plate” and didn’t get 
back to him that day. Oddy said the board 
approved a settlement upon the signing of 
a release, not to talk to an attorney. Young 
said he was to talk to her about terms put 
into the agreement and had to provide some 
additional release language. “I haven’t 
negotiated anything,” he said. “I got clear 
direction from the board on what the board 
is looking for,” Young said; 

e Accepted the resignation of probationary 
Police Officer Nickolas Toth, with an 
effective date of Jan. 25. When Public 
Safety Director Eric Luke was asked to 
explain, he said Toth was not able to meet 
the standards of the police department and 
resigned during his probationary period; 

e Approved the request of Treasurer Jim 
Clark to hire Cari Ford of Post, Smythe, 
Lutz & Ziel of Wayne to meet and assess 
the treasurer’s office operations and 
recommend training. The proposal will 
be presented to the board of trustees for 
approval prior to the activities. The cost is 
not to exceed $3,500; 

e Approved without comment Resolution 
2021-01 regarding Sumpter’s Poverty 
Exemptions; 

e Approved the annual $10,000 
contribution to the Belleville Area 
Museum. The invoice from Van Buren 
Township was dated Jan. 21; 

e Approved having Deputy Treasurer 
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Toni Clark continue her discussions 
with the Belleville Area District Library 
about fund-raising and other activities at 
the media center, including food trucks. 
Deputy Clark said she contacted the lady 
who organized the food trucks at the high 
school. The first time they ran out of food 
and space and made a lot of revenue. The 
second event was also very successful. 
They got 10% of the vendor’s profit. 
“This could be a positive moving force for 
everybody,” Clark said. Oddy said to turn 
it over to the library since the township is 
leasing the property to the library; 

e Heard supervisor Bowman announce 
his board liaison appointments, starting 
with appointing himself to the building/ 
ordinance department. He appointed trustee 
Tim Rush to Parks and Recreation, clerk 
Hurst to the senior center, trustee LaPorte 
to the fire department, and trustee Oddy to 
the planning commission and zoning board 
of appeals as ex-officio member of each; 

e Heard Fire Chief Januszyk report on 
grants he has received, including a new 
battery-operated JAWS worth $40,000, 
with a 10% match. He said the grant they 
got two years ago finally came through and 
they got the turnout gear; and 

e Approved the request of Trustee Morgan 
to add an item to the agenda for people 
to bring up topics to allow the public to 
have input and interaction. Clerk Hurst 
suggested it be put on the workshop agenda 
and trustees said they want information 
given to them on items to be discussed. 
Oddy asked that an agenda be provided for 
the workshop. 


Bednark resigns as 
deputy supervisor in 
Sumpter Township

Kenneth Bednark has resigned as deputy 
supervisor, a position he was sworn in to 
fill on Nov. 20. Finance Director Michelle 
Cole was immediately sworn in to fill the 
position. 

Bednark, who has served as elected 
treasurer for two years, did not run for 
reelection in 2020 and, instead, was 
appointed as deputy by newly elected 
Supervisor Tim Bowman. 

After a special, closed-door session of 
the board with township attorney Rob 
Young on Feb. 2, an undisclosed offer 
was approved to settle the wage dispute 
and have Bednark sign off on suing the 
township for anything. 

Bednark said he rejected the $5,500 
offer proposed by Young and on Monday

Is tri-community 
going to get its 
first roundabout? 


First, people wanted to put a roundabout 
in at Five Points to help move traffic 
through, but that didn’t happen. It was 
back when they were thinking of redoing 
Main Street. 

The streets at Five Points are all county 
roads and the county wasn’t interested. 
First of all, it would have needed quite a 
bit of space, taking out a chunk of city hall 
and the former park comfort station (now 
called Victory Station). 

Then, the VBT DDA was talking about a 
roundabout at Belleville and Ecorse roads, 
when that crossing was being redone. 
Wayne County didn’t like that idea for their 
roadways there and encouraged, instead, a 
Michigan-left turn. That’s in place and if it 
was supposed to make the crossing safer, 
it didn’t. 

Now, VBT boardmembers have been 
informed that the Wayne County Airport 
Authority is looking at a roundabout for 
the intersection of Tyler and Beck roads as 
part of the upgrading and construction on 
the east side of Willow Run Airport. 

An airport official said they are looking 
at bringing in heavier planes, but they will 
be creating a new connector to I-94 which 
will drive the heavy traffic away from 
VBT. One official said they plan to have 
rental cars at the airport and some of the 
people will come to VBT restaurants from 
the smaller aircraft that will be stored in the 
small hangars being planned. 

We’ll see how this roundabout fares.

Chad Newton, who was named chief 
executive officer of the Wayne County 
Airport Authority three years ago, was 
present via Zoom to present a report on 
Willow Run Airport to the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees. 

Before the meeting started, VBT Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara said when Newton first 
came to the airport authority, he wanted to 
have lunch with each employee, by himself, 
to get to know the staff. McNamara said 
there are 500 employees and it took two 
years. 

Newton grew up in VBT, graduated from 
Belleville High School, and was a longtime 
township resident. He went to school and 
played athletics with Treasurer Sharry 
Budd’s sons. 

On Friday afternoon a flight carrying 
50 rescued dogs and cats from Tulsa, OK, 
landed at Willow Run Airport. Michigan 
Humane joined with Wings of Rescue 
and Tito’s Handmade Vodka to fly them 
here to find new homes. They had been in 
overcrowded shelters and needed to be in an 
area where they will be adopted. 

We get stories of this kind from time to 
time about animals needing homes being 
flown to Michigan. Our dog Bruno came 
from Texas after a hurricane and we adopted 
him at Friends of Michigan Animals Rescue. 
FMAR reports, unfortunately, they did not 
get any of the most recent animals to adopt 
out. 

A reader who lives on Sheldon Road 
between Ecorse and Van Born in Van 
Buren Township came in to tell us about 
the problems he’s been having with snow 
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mobilers and dirt bikes later in the spring. 
He has posted his land, but police aren’t 
helpful, he said. His neighbors have called 
police, also, he said. He wanted me to put 
something in the paper that tells people they 
should stay off posted land. 

A reader called to say someone has taken 
out unemployment benefits in her name. 
She said she hasn’t worked since 1980 and 
she doesn’t know how this can happen. She 
asked if anyone else had called in with the 
same complaint. She said you can’t get ahold 
of the unemployment office by calling. 

Noone else has reported this scam tous. I’m 
referring people to their state representative 
when their problem involves the state 
agencies and to our Congresswoman when 
it involves federal programs. Sometimes 
the staffs at those offices are really good at 
helping. 

A reader called on Monday morning to ask 
about how to get COVID vaccines locally. 
She said she has called all over and has 
learned that there are local sites in Canton 
and Romulus, but not here. I sent her to 
her State Rep. Puri, since the states are 
dispersing the vaccines they get. 

Later, another reader called to say a group 
of his friends/relatives were found to have 
COVID so he wanted to know where to get 
a test. He said he called Sumpter Township 
to ask for a list of places he could go and he 
said he was told “We don’t get into that.”

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Court Watching: 
Chapman demands jury 


trial in eviction from 
garage in Belleville

An attempt to evict James Forrest Chapman 
from allegedly living on commercial property 
owned by David and Martha Brown on East 
Huron River Drive in the City of Belleville 
was before 34" District Court Judge Lisa 
Martin by Zoom on Feb. 17. 

Attorney for the plaintiffs is Tom DiPietro. 
Chapman, 61, is representing himself. 

Judge Martin said this is the first hearing 
in the case which appeared to be a basic 
landlord-tenant case. She read information 
into the record about how tenants can get 
help with rent due. 

Judge Martin said she received two phone 
calls from Chapman, one at 6:52 p.m. on 
Feb. 12, and one at 4:56 p.m., Feb. 15. She 
said she did not answer those calls or receive 
any information but thought DiPietro should 
know about them. 

Attorney DiPietro said the defendant has 
been using a non-residential commercial 
unit as a residential unit in violation of the 
Belleville City Code and it probably would 
be a problem with the Wayne County Health 
Department, as well. 

DiPietro said the defendant had agreed to 
leave on Dec. 15 and had a change of heart. 
Chapman engaged in “self-help” in seeking 
protection from the tenant in the adjacent 
business, DiPietro said. Chapman has taken 
the doors off and cut hinges off the doors to 
limit access to the garage and welded the 
door shut, DiPietro said. He claimed the 
other tenant was stealing stuff from him, 
DiPietro said. 

He said Chapman has neutralized the 
security camera so “we don’t know what’s 
going on.” He said the Belleville police have 
been called to the premises about four times 
and, “I know it’s cold but we’ ve got to get rid 
of him, Judge.” 

Judge Martin said her office received 
a statement from Chapman on Feb. 11 in 
which he requests an in-person trial by jury. 
She said he said he does not have knowledge 
to participate fully in a Zoom hearing and 
wants the hearing in person. 

DiPietro asked if he denies he’s using the 
premises as a residence and Judge Martin 
said she would have her office send a copy

of Chapman’s statement to him. 

“You filed a health-hazard case, Mr. 
DiPietro,” Judge Green said, adding in her 
view it is a termination-of-tenancy case. “If 
he persists in requests for a jury trial, that 
narrows the issue of what we do next. I’m 
happy to schedule an in-person hearing but 
we are not scheduling jury trials now.” 

Chapman, who was present by phone, 
requested a 30-day adjournment to find out 
what Gov. Whitmer was going to do with 
the COVID rules. He said under the sixth 
amendment he is guaranteed a public trial 
face to face. He said he disputed all the 
material facts DiPietro listed. 

Chapman said the other tenant is going to 
be tried for a felony after assaulting him with 
a vehicle and damaging his property. He said 
there also is a case pending against Belleville 
Police Officer Jeffrey Wickham who has 
the tapes showing the other tenant carrying 
out 5,000 to 6,000 pistons that belong to 
Chapman. He is waiting for warrant approval 
from the prosecutor’s office on charges 
against Wickham. 

He asked for time to get everything out 
of the parking lot since he is snowplowed 
in. He said there is no shower, no toilet, no 
bathroom facilities and being there all night 
is not the same as living there and there are 
no restrictions against being there all night. 

“It’s a very tangled web here and attorney 
DiPietro has kept this very narrow,” Chapman 
said. He said the truth of the matter will only 
be found out in a proper jury trial. He said 
he has rendered a great deal of service to Mr. 
Brown in rebuilding his engines, especially 
the old engines, and he believes Brown is “in 
arrears.” 

“Tm going to rest,’ Chapman said and 
Judge Martin said there is no argument and 
this is just a pretrial, which she will adjourn 
for seven days. 

DiPietro said he would like the judge to 
order the fair sum of $1,000 per month to be 
put into escrow by Chapman commencing 
March 1, to give him time to get the money 
together. If Chapman doesn’t pay, a default 
judgment could be entered against him. And, 
Chapman should not use the premises to stay 
overnight, “What I call live in,’ DiPietro 
said. There are no facilities to allow that, he 
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said. 

Chapman replied that he “denies” that 
request, or “would not acquiesce.” He said 
there was no signed agreement with Brown 
for any amount of money. 

“Once we wash our hands of each other 
and go our separate ways, all will be well,” 
Chapman said. 

“That’s the same story Mr. Brown has been 
hearing since Oct. 1,” DiPietro said. “This 
could go on forever, forcing Circuit Court 
action for injunctive relief.” 

Judge Martin said she was reluctant to 
issue the escrow for space he uses for repairs 
since there is no agreement and nothing had 
been paid. 

Chapman said there was no signed 
agreement and he would be out by the end 
of March. He said the snow has got to melt. 
Otherwise, it should stay the way it is. He 
asked Judge Martin for a no-contact order 
against the tenant next door. 

“Tm going to request that jury trial, 
however long it takes,’ Chapman said. 
“There’s no basis for an escrow account.” 

Judge Martin said an escrow order is 
declined for now and the hearing is adjourned 
to 10 a.m., Feb. 26. 

Chapman said his present address is P.O. 
Box 2665, Belleville 48112 and his present 
address is not 259 E. Huron River Dr., which 
was his parents’ home, and hasn’t been his 


home for some 35 years. 

Judge Martin asked Chapman where his 
physical address is and he said he is staying 
with a friend right now and the friend doesn’t 
want the name used. He said he has never 
used the garage address as his address. Judge 
Martin said court documents would be sent 
to his post office box. 

She said on Feb. 26 she will swear Chapman 
in and he can give testimony. DiPietro said 
he would have a witness. 

“See you next Friday,” Judge Martin said.

returned the $1,300 laptop which was also 
to be part of the settlement. He said since 
Monday was a federal holiday and township 
hall was closed, he returned the laptop to 
Public Safety Director Eric Luke at the police 
department. 

He said he also returned a box of stuff from 
the township, including a cell phone and other 
items. He said Cole wanted his badge back, 
but he has been told in the past by Human 
Resources Director Michelle Bellingham that 
they never require the badge back. Former 
Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis did not 
turn in her badge when she left in November, 
Bednark said. Bednark kept his badge. 

He said last Thursday he received a letter 
from the Michigan Department of Labor with 
a claim number and an investigator assigned 
on his wage complaint. A copy of the letter 
was sent to the township and then to the board 
of trustees. 

Bednark said the letter advised the township 
to pay him or to give an explanation of why 
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not. 

The township hired labor attorney Stacy 
Belisle of McGraw Morris at $165 an hour to 
handle the case, according to reports. 

Bednark said he told his attorney that the 
state will do the heavy lifting now. 

He said Young didn’t want him suing anyone 
for anything. 

“This is like a pizza, with one topping on 
top of another,’ Bednark said. He said this 
wage issue does not include hostile work 
environment or retaliation or other complaints. 

Bednark said he called his state investigator 
and the investigator told him they have to 
determine the proper venue and whether this is 
a state case or a federal case, with the federal 
case having harsher consequences. 

“The township has spent more money so far 
to keep me from getting the amount owed to 
me,” Bednark said. 

When Bednark was sworn in as deputy in 
November, Supervisor Bowman requested the 
same pay for him as previous deputy Karen 
Armatis was paid, $31.44 per hour, because 
the Michigan Township Association told him 
that was proper. Bednark also got medical 
coverage as Armatis had. 

All township meetings were canceled 
through the end of the year because of the 
coronavirus and state regulations. 

But, at a specially called township board 
meeting on Dec. 15, the board voted 5-2 
(with Trustee Peggy Morgan and Supervisor 
Bowman voting no) to reduce Bednark’s pay 
to $8,406 per year ($8.08 per hour), cut his 
full-time status to half time (20 hours) and 
take away all benefits. 

The township then started deducting what 
it had originally paid him from his paycheck, 
which left him with no paycheck at all.
